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New  facilities  planned  for  campus 

This  has  been  a  year  of  excitement  and  new  developments.  Several 
new  facilities  are  being  planned  for  our  campus. 

Plans  for  a  new  Student  Center  have  been  approved,  and  fund 
raising  is  already  underway  for  the  30,000  square  foot,  two-story 
building.  The  Center  will  be  located  between  the  library  and  Norris 
and  Wingo  Halls. 

Not  only  will  the  new  Student  Center  be  more  convenient  for  all 
students,  it  will  also  free  up  other  space  for  classrooms  and  offices. 

Also  in  the  works  is  University  Park,  an  outdoor  recreational  area 
located  next  to  the  current  art  lab. 

The  Park,  which  will  be  in  use  by  the  summer  of  1993,  will  feature 
lighted,  outdoor  basketball  and  volleyball  courts,  a  swimming  pool,  a 
pavilion,  picnic  tables,  grills,  a  water  fountain  and  landscaping. 

Another  project  of  interest  to  students  is  the  expansion  of  the 
football  stadium.  As  funds  become  available,  6,000  seats  will  be 
added.  Dressing  rooms,  weight  rooms,  a  press  box,  a  concession  stand 
and  a  ticket  booth  are  planned  in  the  future. 

Another  exciting  development  for  the  athletic  program  is  the 
completion  of  the  N.  Charleston  Coliseum.  The  basketball  team 
played  several  regular  season  games  in  the  new  facility.  The  Big  South 
Conference  tournament  was  also  played  in  the  new  facility. 

All  of  these  developments  point  to  the  growth  and  excitement  here 
on  campus.
